The name 
of the school is in Basquc bc- 
cause the terminology of thc 
area is in Basque too. 

The other names were 
notchosen becausethey (hdn't 
have a direct relationship tvith 
Burlada. Hilarion could bave 
been another naine for the In- 
stitute, bnt there was already a 
school with that name. 

Although the name of 
this school is in Basque. they 
began to teach in this language 
only three years ago, obtai- 
ning in three years a conside- 
rable number of pupils.

February 18th we left for 
irtin by coach. We vvere ail very 
happy. T personally couldn"t 
believe that in twelve hours time 
vve vvould be in Pañs. At eleven 
o'clock that night. after cros- 
sing the border. we took the 
train to Paris. At the beginning 
everybody was restless and 
noisy but soon wc all fell as 
leep. 

We were vvoken up al 7 
by somebody announcing we 
were arriving in Paris. We had 
breakfast in a buffet at the sta- 
lion wbere vve were charged 
aimost 400 pts. for a cup of 
coffee and then we made our 
way to D'Hauteville Palace 
hotcl vvhcre wc staycd for fivc 
days. lt was a threc star hotel in 
the centre of Paris close to the 
Boulevards.

We travelled by underground 
all the time. 

The following moming 
vve went to the Science Mu- 
seum vvhich is outside Paris. 
It's a big modern building and 
at the back of it we could see 
the biggest screcn in the vvorld.

There we could see an 
elcctric car and even a robot 
which vvas what we all liked 
best. You could speak to it in 
any language and about many 
topics: we spoke to it about 
Mignel INDURAIN and it said 
it prefered Perico. It was fan- 
tastic! 

We spent thcre the vvhole 
moming and in the aftcmoon 
vve visited the Sacre Cuore, 
vvhich is one of the most fa- 
mous churches in Paris. It is 


fantastic both inside 
and outside and it's a 
neobizantine church. 

From there you 
could see the whole 
city bccausc it is si- 
mated on top of a hill. 

Then we visitcd 
Montmartre, vvhich 
is an area whcre all 
the painters are, it is 
worth seeing!. There 
we tnet a model girl.

On Saturday 20th vve 
vvere much more relaxed be- 
cause we had had a good sleep 
the night before. ln the moming 
wc visited thc Town Ilall and 
Notre Dante vvhere we spent 
the whole moming. Notre Dame 
is one of the best Gothie Chur- 
ches in the vvotid.

Then we luncbed at the 
Lalino quarter (barrio) which is 
full of restaurants. The smell is 
enough to make you hungry.

and sang with them. 

We went back to the hotel 
to change clothes and then out 
again to try to find a bar vvhere 
we could listen to music,... but 
we couldn't find any. all the 
pubs vvhere closed. Neverthe- 
less wc had a good time becau- 
se after a long vvalk vve found a 
pub vvhere thcre vvcrc some 
Spanish pcople and we talked 
to them. They told us vvhat life 
in Paris was like. They said 
they didn't like iiving there. 

Febniary 21th was Sun- 
day. Tt was the best day. For me 
it vvas like a dream. Wc visited 
DisneyworId. lt's about forty 
kms. from Paris. We travelled 
by train. It took us about half an 
hour to get there. To get inside 
you have to pay 8.000 pts!!!, 
but it was worth paying it. It 
vvas like a dream: we saw Alice 
in Wondcrland; went into a 
house full of ghosts and corp- 
ses; into the Sleeping Beauty's 
palace; through old mines; 




vvalked along a main sireet ta- 
ken fram the last century in the

didn't even realise we vvere cold 
or hungry whiie wc vvere there. 
It snowed and we nearly forgot 
to have lunch. It's vcry difficult 
to explain what our fcelings 
vvere at that moment. It was like 
bcing in afilm. 

Therc we also met Chip 
and Chop and made some more 
photographs. We also savv 
Goofy, dressed as a covvboy. 

The fair was closed at 6, 
but pubs, shops and shows 
didn 't close till much later.
